It seems almost a waste of time to attempt to write a de- 
scription of Spic and Span when it has such a great show record 
to induce you to try it. 


Spic and Span is a deep, ruffled pink with the throat lean- 
ing a little toward salmon. Its parentage is Picardy X New Era 
and it has retained the best qualities of both. It has Picardy’s 
height and a much more desirable color. It has taken New Era’s 
fine ruffling and lovely pink florets. To this has been added 
the ability to open many florets, up to thirteen if left stand in 
the field. Its heavy substance enables it to hold the lower florets 
while the bloom progresses up the stem. 


Spice and Span promises to be a great commercial flower. 
I can almost guarantee that you won’t find a crook in a thou- 
sand. I like to refer to Mr. Fortnam’s article in last February’s

as a gun barrel.” 


Spic and Span is a good producer of bulblets. While digging 
some pre-peeled bulblets this fall I took particular note that 
bulblets were abundant, so I took time out to make a count on 
one bulb and found 87. This is higher than the average, of 
course, but you will find it a most satisfactory propagator. 
Bulblets have lightweight shells which makes for easy germi- 
nation. 


HEAT RESISTANT—DROUGHT RESISTANT 


Milwaukee, like much of the country, had very trying grow- 
ing conditions this past summer. My glad patch went week after 
week without water or rainfall, one stretch extending 40 days 
without rain. Naturally I was unable to produce any good flow- 
ers from this planting, but Spic and Span was outstanding 
among the many varieties in the field. The spikes stood head 
and shoulder above anything else and the hot searing winds 
failed to injure the florets. I consider this the greatest of this 
flower’s many recommendations.

A New Introduction! 


Selecting a Name 


If you were to introduce a new variety of gladiolus, how 
would you proceed to select a name. This, of course, is not 
an easy matter. First it is necessary to find a name easy to 
remember. It is also needful to have a name which might 
help to describe your flower. The name must be appealing, 
inviting, probably “catchy.’’ When I plan to introduce a new 
variety I keep planning, and thinking of suitable names 
sometimes over a year in advance. 


When I first saw Spic and Span in bloom that name just 
seemed to pop right into my mind. The outstanding ruffling 
of the florets reminded me of grandmothers lace and frills 
which were always so meticuously clean, so neatly pressed. 
Spic and Span grew so stately, it was so well groomed. Yes, 
it reminded me of grandmother and her home where every- 
thing was kept so “spick and span,” from the spotless hard- 
wood kitchen floor to the hand woven rugs in the bedrooms. 


So that’s how the name developed. When you see your
